Location adjacent te the expressway in- 
terchange at Halsted Street would make 
the campus easily accessible to the entire 
metropolitan area. Rapid transit lines also 
serve the site.

Arthington and Morgan are 
recommended as Stage I for university 
development. The Chicago Land Clear- 
ance Commission is now acquiring and 
clearing almost all of this area.

struction by June 1961. It would serve as 
a core for immediate campus dev elopment. 

Stage II of the campus proposal is 
bounded by Arthington on the north; 
the South Expressway, Halsted and 
Newberry on the east; Grenshaw, Roose- 
velt and 14th on the south; and Blue 
Island on the west. This area includes 
approximately 85 acres.

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STATE STREET STORES 
TO BEGIN CONSTRUCTION 
OF PEDESTRIAN WALKWAYS 


State Street stores will begin construct- 
ing the first link in a system of overhead 
connecting walkways in the spring of 
1961. 

Mayor Richard J. Daley announced a 
new plan for a State Street Promenade, 
prepared by the Department of City Plan- 
ning, on September 26. The plan is an 

-to-date revision of a proposal made by 
the Chicago Plan Commission in 1954. 

It calls for covered walkways extending 
from Randolph Street to the municipal 
parking garage at Congress Street. Com- 
pletely financed by owners of the build- 
ings, the walkways would link stores along 
the east side of State Street at the second 
story level. They wouid also connect with 
rapid transit stations. 

Chicago’s two planned government 
centers would join State Street through 
the promenade. One passageway, mid- 
way between Washington and Ran- 
dolph, would lead to the city-county 
Civic Center, soon to be constructed in 
the block immediately east of the pres- 
ent City Hall-County Buiiding. 

Another would extend over Quincy 
Street to the new Federal Building, to be 
built on the half-block east of Dearborn 
between Adams and Jackson. 

John D. Cordwell, of L. R. Solomon, 
J. D. Cordwell and Associates, was the 
architect for the proposal. The aerial 
thoroughfares would be glass and steel 
structures approximately 20 feet wide. 


The first second-story passageway wili 
connect Wieboldt’s and Carson, Pirie, 
Scott and Co. over Madison Street. Con- 
struction will start next spring, and 
completion is scheduled for September 

1961, according to James Tobin, presi- 
dent of Wieboldt’s, and C. Virgil Mar- 
tin, president of Carson’s. 


The Development Plan for the Cen- 
tral Area of Chicago, announced tn 
1958, proposed overhead walkways 
connecting government buildings and 
sunken plazas leading to subway sta- 
tions. These facilities would e stablish a 
pattern of separation of pedestrian and 
vehicular traffic in the downtown area.

site and its surrounding area, prepared by 
the department, accompanied the report. 
It portrayed a suggested campus plan. 

Administrative offices and other facilt- 
ties which could be housed in high-rise 
buildings would be grouped near the 
interchange. 

Academic structures would extend. 
south to Taylor Street. They would be 
walk-up buildings, surrounded by open 
space. 

A variety of housing types for the 
faculty would be provided in the area 
between Taylor and Roosevelt. High- 
rise, low-rise and row-house units could 
be built. 

The area south of Roosevelt would con- 
tain recreational and parking facilities. 

Locating parking on the periphery of 
the campus would make it possible to de- 
vote interior open space to pedestrian 
walkways and landscaped areas. 

The entire campus would be developed 
under a ten-year program. It would accom- 
modate 20,000 students and 2,000 faculty 
members. 

Renewal and rebuilding programs 
have already begun to establish a new 
environment in the area surrounding 
the alternate campus site. 

The plan for the Community Conserva- 
tion Board’s Near West Side Urban Re- 
newal Area, immediately west of the 
Harrison-Halsted project, has been ap- 
proved by the federal Urban Renewal 
Administration. 

West of Ashland, the Medical Center 
District contains the university's medical 
and dental schools. 

The Central Area Plan calls for renewal 
of the Roosevelt-Halsted shopping area 
and modernization of the South Water 
Market, south of 14th Street. These pro- 
grams would complement campus devel- 
opment.

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ZONING PROVISIONS FOR PLANNED DEVELOPMENTS 
ENCOURAGE MODERN SITE DESIGN PRACTICES 


The zoning ordinance is an important method of achieving the city’s planning ob- 
ctives. Chicago is one of the first cities in the nation to include Planned Development 
strict provisions and other modern features in its ordinance, greatly increasing its 


ope and effectiveness. 


General planning policies outline how the city should develop over a long-range 
riod of time. The zoning ordinance relates shorter-range construction activities to 
ese policies by the use of established public controls. 


Since the 1920's, when American cities 
rst adopted zoning ordinances, the phil- 
ophy of zoning has changed substan- 
ally. Originally, it was viewed primarily 
; a negative function—a method of pre- 
enting overcrowding, inadequate light 
id air, and dangerous conflicts in ad- 
ining land uses. 

These controls still constitute the 
asis of the zoning ordinance. Zoning 
enacted under the police power of 
1e state, ‘‘to promote the health, safe- 
, morals or general welfare of the 
eople of the community.” Each pro- 
sion must be justified on this basis. 
The 1957 comprehensive amendment 
» Chicago’s ordinance also recognizes the 
ysitive aspects of zoning. Through cer- 
in types of incentive provisions, private 
evelopers can be encouraged to adopt 
mstruction practices which will contri- 
ate to community design, as well as 
inction. 

| For example, floor area ratio premiums 
eate an incentive for open space at the 
reet level in the central commercial dis- 
ict. Here, the developer is permitted 
, increase the total floor space in a build- 
g if he uses a portion of the lot for a 
aza or an arcade. 

“The Planned Development district is 
nother unusual and highly significant 
-ovision of the Chicago zoning ordi- 
ince. 

Basic requirements of the ordinance 
ce designed to control development on 
tdinary lot sizes. Planned Develop- 
ent features permit flexibility, to en- 
sle comprehensive, integrated site 
lanning for larger tracts having a po- 
tial unique character and benefit to 
1e public. 

An area so designated may include a 
iriety of zoning districts. More than 
1e principal building may be construct- 
1 on a single zoning lot, and their lo- 
tions and set-backs may be varied. The 
eveloper may group parking facilities 


The City of Chicago’s application for 
a grant to prepare a Community Renewal 
Program was approved by the federal 
Housing and Home Finance Agency in 
early October. 

The application outlines a three-year, 
$1%2 million survey of the city’s urban 
renewal needs. It requests $1 million in 
federal funds, under provisions of the 
1959 housing act. The department and lo- 
cal renewal agencies would contribute 
the remaining $500,000. 


and align access streets in accordance 
with modern planning principles. 

Standards of public health, safety, wel- 
fare and convenience must be met in the 
site plan. The use and occupancy of 
buildings and facilities must not conflict 
with those in adjacent areas. 

To be eligible for designation as a 
Planned Development district, a tract 
must be under single ownership or con- 
trol. It must cover at least four acres 
and include two or more principal build- 
ings. A Planned Development operated 
by a municipal corporation must be at 
least two acres and a manufacturing 
Planned Development at least ten acres. 

Designation of an area is accom- 
plished by amending the zoning ordi- 
nance. The tract is then shown on the 
zoning map as a Planned Development 
district, replacing all other zoning sym- 
bols. 


The owner of the property involved 
submits an application to the City Coun- 
cil. Base maps, plans and data for the 
area must be included. The council then 
refers the application to the Committee 
on Buildings and Zoning, which requests 
a review and recommendation from the 
commissioner of city planning and the 
zoning administrator. 

After review and a public hearing, the 
application is referred back to the City 
Council for final action. 

The commissioner of city planning and 
the zoning administrator consider the con- 
formity of each proposal to the intent and 
purpose of the zoning ordinance. 


The zoning ordinance also requires 
the commissioner of city planning to 
prepare a separate report on the con- 
formity of the Planned Development 
to current city planning objectives, and 
on the proposal’s relationship to ad- 
joining areas. 

The department’s zoning division offers 
informal advice to applicants on prepara- 
tion of materials. 

Since June 1959, when the first Planned 
Development application was processed, 
the council has approved seven designa- 
tions. They are for the Illinois Institute 
of Technology; McCormick Theological 
Seminary; Northwestern University; 
Quigley Seminary at 79th and Western; 
South Chicago Community Hospital; and 
two Chicago Housing Authority projects, 
Roosevelt-Blue Island and Ogden-Divi- 
sion.

Polish Housing Official 
Discusses Reconstruction

Polish architects and planners have 
worked to restore the original appearance 
of their cities in postwar reconstruction 
programs, Dr. Juliusz Gorynski, vice min- 
ister of housing for the government of 
Poland, explained in a recent lecture in 
Chicago. 

Gorynski spoke on “Reconstruction 
Problems in Poland” at the Polish Con- 
sulate General. Several department staff 
members attended. 

Many other European countries have 
rebuilt bombed-out areas with structures 
of contemporary design. In Poland, Gor- 
ynski said, architects have made particu- 
lar efforts to duplicate buildings of the 
late Gothic and Renaissance periods. 

“Frequently, buildings with restored 
facades contain modert apartments,” he 
said. ‘‘Small squares and plazas have 
been replaced in their original size and 
appearance.” 

Views of Nowa Huta, Poland’s new 
town, were included in Gorynski’s illus- 
trated talk. Its design aspects indicate the 
influence of the British new towns move- 
ment. 

During his stay in Chicago, Gorynski 
visited the department office and toured 
areas of new development in the city. 

“The proposal of the Central Area Plan 
for 50,000 new dwelling units is in the 
best tradition of urban planning,” he 
said. 

“The question of residential use in cen- 
tral locations is still highly controversial 
in Poland.” 

Gorynski also mentioned the Hyde 
Park-Kenwood urban renewal program 
and the inclusion of rapid transit lines 
in expressway median strips as outstand- 
ing results of Chicago’s planning pro- 
gram.

PROGRESS IN FAMILY RELOCATION FOR URBAN RENEWAL, 
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PLAN COMMISSION APPROVES 25TH —SOUTH PARKWAY PROJECT SITE 


Approval of the Chicago Land Clear- 
ance Commission 25th-South Parkway 
project site and reports on progress at 
Lake Calumet Harbor and the Riverside 
Park Planned Development were items 
of business at recent Chicago Plan Com- 
mission meetings. 

The 25th-South Parkway project covers 
a 42-acre area bounded by the Southwest 
Expressway on the north, South Parkway 
on the east, 26th and 27th streets on the 
south and Federal Street on the west. 

New developments will include insti- 
tutional, commercial and light industrial 
buildings. The area is near the sites of 
several other major rebuilding projects, 
including the Land Clearance Commis- 
sion’s Project No. 6, Prairie Shores, 
Michael Reese Hospital and several Chi- 
cago Housing Authority developments.

The Plan Commission’s resolution 
stated that the project “will remove 
potential blighting influences on the 
new developments in adjacent areas, 
and will contribute to the renewal of 
Chicago’s South Central Area.” 

Maxim M. Cohen, general manager of 
the Chicago Regional Port District, told 
the commission that the district has bor- 
rowed $24 million and contemplates fur- 
ther loans of $35 million. These bonds 
are repaid from Port District revenues, 
without the use of public funds. 

The district is transforming 2,200 acres 
of former marsh land into a transporta- 
tion complex around the new harbor. One 
hundred and twenty-five acres are already 
developed. 

Cohen described plans for the high- 
way system and a tank farm within the 


harbor area. Jra J. Bach, commission} 
of city planning, reported on the di 
partment’s current review of tk 
Planned Development proposal for tk 
tank farm. The zoning division is studi 
ing safety measures in the area. 

Commissioner Bach also gave an if 
terim report on the Riverside Park Planne 
Development, a proposed private resided 
tial area bounded by Estes, Pratt and Sa 
ramento avenues and the North Shod 
Channel.
